Washington, 'Dec. 21.—Harry K. 


Thaw lost his fight today in 
the 


Supreme Court of the United States 
against being extradited from 
the 


Mate of New Hampshire to the state 
of New York. 


In a brief discussion by Justice 


Holmes which was the 
unanimous 


decision of the court, it w*s held 
that the ^celebrated prisoner should 
be turnea over at once to the New 
York authorities to answer an in- 
dictment charging conspiracy, to es- 
cape from' Matteawan for the Crimi- 
nal Insane. 


Whether his escape 
from 
the 


asylum, whtl*; as his counsel con- 
tended, he was insane, constituted a 
crime, he was insane, constituted a 
dismissed with the comment 
that 


they could not enter into a habeas 
corpus proceeding and 
that 
they 


•were proper questions for the state 
of New York to decide. 


"The statute that declares an act 


done by a lunatic not a crime, adds 
that a person is not excused 
from 


criminal liability except upon proof 
that at the time 'he was laboring 
under such defect of reason as: No. 
1—not to know the nature and qual- 
ity of .the act he was doing; or, 2— 
not to know thAt the act was wrong/ 


"The inmates of lunatic asylums 
are largely governed, it has been re- 
marked, by appeal to the motives 
that govern other men and it well 
might be that a man who was in- 
sane and dangerous, nevertheless, in 
many directions understood the na- 
ture and quality of his acts as well 
and was as open to be affected-by 
the motives of the criminal law as 
anybody else. 
"How 
far 
such .considerations 
/ball be taken into account, it is for 
the New York courts to decide, as 
It is for a New York jury to deter- 
mine whether at the moment of the 
conspiracy Thaw was insane in such 
sense in which they may be instruct- 
ed would make the fact a defense. 
"When, as here, the identity of the 


person in which the fact that he is. 
a fugitive from Justice, the demand 
Is doe form, the 
indictment by a 
grand Jury for what the governor of 
New York alleges to be a crime in 
that state and the reasonable possi- 
bility that it may be such, all ap- 
pear, the constitutionally 
required 


surrender Is not 
to be interfered 


with by the summary process of ha- 
beas corpus upon speculations as to 
what ought to he the result of a 
trial In the place where the consti- 
tution provides for its taking place 


"We regard it as to clear for 


lengthy discussion that Thaw should 
be delivered up at once." 
" 


On October 17, 1913, Thaw 
es- 


caped from the Matteawan 
Insane 


Hospital in New York where be had 
been confined after two trials for the 
murder of Stanford White, charged 
with a conspiracy to escape, he was 
finally arrested in New Hampshire 
He was indicted in New York on that 
charge and application for his extra- 
dition was made to New Hampshire. 


Extradition was ordered 
by the 


governor of New Hampshire \but on 
habeas corpus-proceedings in 
the 


federal district court, Judge Aldrich 
held Thaw should be released. 
Justice Holmes announced the 


court's unanimous decision today. 
He first overruled the 
contention 


that It was not a crime for a man 
confined in an insane asylum to walk 
out if he could and that therefore, a 
conspiracy to do so was not a crime. 


"We Ao not regard it as open to 


debate that the withdrawal, by con- 
nivance of a man froih 
an 
insane 


asylum, to which he had been com- 
mitted as Thaw was, did tend to ob- 
struct the due administration of the 
law. 
At least, the New York courts 


may so decide. Therefore the indict- 


CDt charges a crime. 
If there is 


any remote defect in the earlier pro- 
ceedings by which Thaw was com 
mitted-which are far from intimat- 
ing this i» not the time and place for 
that question to be tried." 


Justice Holmes said the most se- 


rious argument for Thaw was that 
if he were insane when he contrived 
his escape he could not be guilty of 
crime, while if he were not insane he 
was entitled to be discharged 
and 


that his confinement and other facts 
in the record required the supreme 
court to assume that he was insane. 


"But this is not Thaw's trial," 


commented the justice upon the line 
of argument. 
"In extradition proceedings, even 


when, as here, a humane opportunity 
is afforded to test them on habeas 
corpus proceedings, the purpose of 
the writ is not to substitute 
the 


judgment of another tribunal on the 
facts or the law of the matter to be 
tried. 
' 
"The constitution says nothing 


about habeas corpus in this connec- 
tion but peremptorily requires that 
upon proper demand the person 
charged, -shall ire^dellvered to be re- 
moved to the state having jurisdic- 
tion of the crime. There is no dis- 
cretion allowed", no inquiry into mo- 
tives. 
"The technical sufficiency of 
the 


indictment is not open. And, even if 
it be true that the argument stated 
offers a nice question it is a ques- 
tion as to the law of New York 
which the New York courts must de- 
cide.

case—the killing of Stanford White 
—was not before the Supreme court.

Thaw on the conspiracy indictment 
was up for decision.

What other moves, if any, were 


open to Thaw's counsel to prevent 
his return to ttie state where he was 
twice tried and had made many fu- 
tile efforts to be released, those fa- 
miliar with the legal procedure were 
at a loss to forecast. 


To those who have followed the 


case it seemed that the fight against 
returning to New York was lost and 
that nothing remained but for the 
sheriff of Coos county, New Hamp- 
shire, to turn Thaw over 
to New 


York officers upon the extradition 
granted by the governor of New 
Hampshire but stayed" by the de- 
cision of Justice Aldrich which was 
today reversed.

Russians Holding at Bay 


German Army Near Warsaw

Petrograd,. Dec. 21.—Via London—The Russian forces are still 


holding at bay the German coiufhn nhich is seeking to cross the Bzura 
liver at Soehazew and advance on Warsaw, thirty inttes away. For three 
days this German army of about 200,OOO men has been endeavoring to 
cross the river and throw back the Russians who are holding the right 
bank. 


Sochaczew continues to be the German objective in the attempt to 


reach Warsaw. The Russian forces on the right hank of the Bznra are 
heavily entrenched. The artillery is so placed that it commands the 
river to its junction with the Vistula 18 miles north. 


Southward the Russian line extends to Opoc/no, 25 miles east of 


Peitkow, which recently was evacuated, and 45 miles east of Scerczow, 
where the Russians first opposed the German extreme right. 


It is pointed out that the Russians have thus assumed positions on 


their third line of defense. The evacuation of Lodz, which lies to the 
west of this line and thus in logical sequence to this movement, and ac- 
cording to the general opinion here, had no bearing on the attack on 
Warsaw. The Russians for the present apparent are attempting noth- 
ing more.than to retard the enemy and to refeat attempts at flanking 
movements.

EVERY TRENCH A VICTORY 


Great Battle to the West of Warsaw Has Yet to B0 


Fought Out, and Report. That General Von Hinden- 
berg Had Gained a Notable Victory Must Be Quali- 
fier^ As It May Parallel the Recent Announcement 
of Successes That Caused Premature Jubilation In 
Berlin.

London, Dec. 21.—The great battle 


to the west of Warsaw has yet to be 
fought out judging from the indica- 
tions conveyed in recent dispatches 
from Berlin and Petrograd. It appears 
today to British military observers 
that the German contention that Gen- 
eral von Hindenbercr had scored a no- 
table success over the Russians must 
.be qualified. A parallel case is found 
in the recent claims of a crushing 
Russian victory near Lodz which sub- 
sequently proved to be premature and 
exaggerated. 


The German army commanded by 


General von Hindenburg has made a 
steady advance In the direction of the 
Polish capital, but the Russians in 
falling back appear to have taken new 
positions in strong entrenchments, 
and in spite of the fact that the in- 
vaders are within two or three days 
march of Warsaw there is good reason 
to believe that much hard fighting 
must come before it can be determined 
whether or not this latest attempt to 
occupy Warsaw will be crowned with 
success. 


In all the southern frontier of East 


Prussia the Russians claim to have the 
upper hand but further to the south, 
in southern Poland, as well as in 
Galicia the leaders of the Austro-Ger- 
man forces declare they are sweeping 
the Russians before them. They as- 
sert further that they have cleared all 
;he Russians out of west Galicia. This 
means that the long siege of Cracow 
has been raised, and if this advance 
on the part of the Teuton allies con- 
inues It may bring similar relief to 
he Austrian garrison at Przemysl, 
besieged by the Russians since the 
early days of the war. The vlgojrous 
Austrian offensive in this arena of 
hostilities has necessitated the with- 
drawal of many 
troops 
heretofore 


used against Servla, and there are In- 
dications that the Austrian attempts 
to crush Servia wjll, for the time be- 
r be abandoned. 
Emperor William has so far recov- 


ered from his recent illness as to re- 


turn to the front. Here he will spend 
Christmas. The dispatch 
from Ger- 


many does not say to which front his 
majesty has gone, but advices received 
earlier from Berlin lead to the belief 
that he has turned westward. If this 
is so the battle conditions, the Em- 
peror will find, are less spectacular 
than those In the east, for the reason 
that with one exception of the offen- 
sive operatlons^of the allies on 
the 


north end of their line,' little tout 
siege warfare is being recorded any- 
where on the western front This con- 
dition is driven home in all the official 
communications which measure the 
day's gain in scant yards and cronkle 
the gain or 
loss of a trench 
aa an 


achievement worthy of note.

expressed the opinion that the Ger- 
mans are not thinking seriously of m 
Zeppelin invasion of England. Ac- 
cording to this observer they regard 
the apprehension and the precautions 
against Zeppelin attacks taken in Lon- 
don and other English cities as a great 
joke.

Instead of peace and good will 


to men, we dave war. savagery and 
other worts of the flesh and of tbe 
Devil mentioned by St. ljaul—anger, 
malice, hatred, envy, strife. Not only 
hare the prayers tor peace not been 
deeded, but Instead the war spirit is 
kindling and spreading from nation to 
nation, fulfilling the prediction of the 
Bible—enveloping the world of man- 
kind. The bitterness, hatred, ferocity, 
ot tbe warring nations seems to In- 
crease dally. Magnified tales of feroc- 
ity are believed, and arouse correspond- 
ing bitterness and ferocity on either 
side. As we understand the Scriptures, 
the turmoil Is only beginning—most of 
tbe wailing and gnashing of teeth, most 
of tbe anguish and despair, suffering, 
sorrow and devastation, are ahead of 
as. With tbe cessation of the war the 
Bible seems to predict the most gigan- 
tic revolution ever known nnd. follow- 
ing rapidly, a reign of lawlessness, an- 
arcby. producing "a Time of Trouble 
such as never was since there was a 
Cation."—Daniel 12:1. 


Added to the physical distresses of 


the world, financial troubles impend 
to the midst of plenty. 
With every 


reason for prosperity the wheels of 
commerce «re slow. Tbe explanation 
given Is loss of confidence—grit; but 
not so. The world's financiers nnd 
merchant princes are as courageous as 
ever, but they have met with new con- 
ditions. The wealth of the world, once 
represented in money, Is now represent 
ed in collateral, stocks and bonds. Tbe 
war bas made a demand for gold, un- 
settling values of collaterals. 


Gold Is disappearing—becoming more 


valuable hourly. In the same propor- 
tion collaterals, stocks and bonds, be- 
come less valuable hourly; because ot 
tholr plethora they are a drug on the 
financial market The great Insurance 
companies, tbe banks and all wealthy 
people have their reserve investments 
to these "securities." Additionally, tbe 
beavy losses of life in this war will be 
a serious financial blow to insurance 
companies. It Is reasonably estimated 
that the fall of British bonds to one- 
bait par has already made insolvent 
all the insurance companies of Great 
Britain. What must we expect as tbe 
war progresses toward anarchy? 


As with every war, pestilential dis- 


eases must be exiiected. while inter- 
ference with agriculture threatens fam- 
ine in various parts. This is not an 
over-drawn picture, but a sober look 
behind tbe scenes. 


The On* Ray of Hope. 


"Hope thou in God!" In the midst 


of all these tribulations the world must 
team more and more, until all know 
tbe lesson by heart, that earth's only 
bope Is In God. This Is one of the 
great lessons which God wishes nil 
mankind to learn! For centuries men 
have twisted of what could nnd what 
could hot be done—of the world's finan- 
cial Institutions. Insurance associations, 
scientific learning and general com- 
mon sense. These, we were assured, 
were a pare of an evolutionary system 
whicb some time In the future would 
make man so wise, so great so effi- 
cient, thnt there would be no mure 
wars, no more dyings, no more trouble. 
We were reputed to be approaching 
that grand climax. 


Some of the "Peace! Peace!" fer- 


tnons of even a year ngo seem laugh 
ably foolish today. The great and the 
wtee deserted the Bible as a foolish 
old book rotten np by those who were 
merely emerging from monkey condi- 
tion. They must yet lenrn the les- 
son rworded twcnty-flve centuries aco< 
namely, thnt f ho wj<»dom of their wNe 
Wen bn* perished. (l«i.

His words, therefore, were a prophecy 
respecting the tribulations which all 
His faithful would surely have. 


But more than this. His words were 


a prophecy respecting the nations. 
What is it that has brought ns to our 
present degree of civilized savagery? 
What is It that makes of every busi- 
ness corporation a bncccncer. seeking 
the destruction of every competing 
financial craft? 
What Is It that has 


sharpened the wits of humanity to 
such an extent tbnt the majority find 
It difficult to be honest because they 
see so renny opportunities for dishon- 
esty, while it is Impossible for law- 
makers to make new laws with suffi- 
cient rapidity t<» keep pace with the 
intelligent methods of circumvention? 


The doctrines of Christ are In a cer- 


tain sense responsible for all this- The 
liberty wherewith Christ rank*-* free 
His followers nnd the light which He 
nnd they let shine upon a darkened 
world, received into unsniictified bc.irts 
and minds, have given wisdom which, 


pp-lioil, we ^all cunning and craft
